through June 30, an increase of 22,964 
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mobilization centers on a 

basis. In event of sudden war, the cen- 
ters could be put into operation in 
six weeks. 

The committee was told that more 
land for the troop centers could be ob- 
tained and sewerage, lights, streets and 
ofher facilities put in for about $50,- 
000,000. No barracks would be con- 
structed and the camps would inot be 
used unless large-scale mobilization 
comes.

SOIL CONSERVATION 
NECESSARY TO GOOD 
FARMING, SAYS LEE 


As a further step in consolidating 
the soil and water conservation efforts 
of the US Department of Agriculture, 
Fitzhugh Lee, Chairman of the Han- 
cock County PMA committee, says 
that arrangements have been made for 
the Soil Conservation Service to be 
responsible for the technical phases of 
the permanent type practices of the 
Agricultural Conservation Program. 

This would be for such practices as 
ponds, drainage ditches, and similar 
practices. 

The technical services needed will 
be provided either by SCS personnel 
or qualified persons under their direc- 
tion, Mr. Lee says. He urged farmers 
of Hancock County who are cooperat- 
ing in the ACP and who intend to car- 
ry out seil and water conservation prac- 
tices requiring technical assistance to 
make arrangements for such assistance 
early to avoid delay and to give the 
county PMA committee an opportunity 


service. 

Mr. Lee says the SCS responsibility 
includes checking on the need for the 
practices, location, laydut, any neces- 
sary supervision in construction and 
determining if the practices have been 
carried out in accordance with require- 
ments to qualify for assistance urider 
the ACP. 

In Hanfock County, Mr. J. L. Bishop 
of the Soil Conservation Service will 
be in charge of this phase of the soil 
and water conservation work of ACP, 
he said. Arrangements for this service 
may be made with the county PMA 
committee, or Mr. Bishop, the Soil 
Conservation Service representative. 

Mr. Lee looks upon this consolida- 
tion of effort in conservation as a for> 
ward step in:building better farms in 
Hancock County.

“Our municipalities have been step- 
children long enough,” Mayor McClel- 
lan said. “Our cities and towns have 
got to get away from the advalorem tax 
field and modernize their tax structures 
along lines already followed by federal 
and state governments.” 

During the past 12 years, Mayor 
McClellan said, federal taxes have jump- 
ed 400 percent; the national average 
for state tax increases is 200 percent, 
while the cities and towns have been 
allowed average increase of only three 
percent.

TRAFFIC DEATHS THIS 
YEAR MAY REACH 37,000 


' Chicago—The national safety council 
recently said this year's traffic fatality 
rate threatens to produce the highest 
death toll in ten years. 

If the pace. continues, said the coun- 
cil, 37,000 persons will lose their lives 
in 1951 traffic crashes. 

That means the nation's millionth 
traffic victim since 1900 will lose his 
life sometime Christmas week. The 
count has reached 976,600. 

Traffic deaths totaled 2,780 in May, 
the council said, an increase of three 
per cent over May, 1950. 

This brings the five-month total for 
1951 to 13,240—up six per cent over 
the same period of 1950. The outlook 
of 37,000 deaths by Christmas week 
takes into account seasonal variations 
in the fatality rate.
